South Africa. 


Dewet Crosses the Orange 


at Zaad Drift 


The Wily Boer General's Force Said 


to Consist of Between 2,000 


and 3,060 Fighting 


Men. 


London, Feb. 15.—The" war office has 


received the following dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, dated at Pretoria: 
"Our 
troops are now engaged with 


Christian Dowel's force north of Phil- 
ipstown, ivhleh we holu, Dewet having 
crossed the Orange river at Zacd drift, 
apparently moving west. French, re- 
porting from appoint 25 miles south- 
east of Krmclo, states that a largo 
force of the enemy is being driven 
onto Piet Relief, their efforts to break 
back having been frustrated. The In- 
niskllliags charged the enemy, who 
left five killed and six wounded on the 
ground. 
Ten Boors were captured, 


and there was a large capture of wag- 
ons, carts anil cattle. Our casualties 
were one Hilled and five wounded." 


Little further news has been re- 


ceived from South Africa. An official 
statement received in Cape Town esti- 
mates Genera! Dowefs force between 
2,000 and 3,000 men. It is reported 
from Cape Town that the wife of Com- 
mandant General Louis Botha left 
Pretoria with a military escort to en- 
deavor to persuade her husband to 
surrender. 


Orders bare been received at Kirn- 


berley from the military headquarters 
to suspend all civilian traffic to^aad 
from the south. The Bogja tried un- 
successfully to destroy a culvert near 
Bank Station, not far from Johannes- 
burg Severe fighting ensued, the 
Boers leaving three killed and 23 
woundnd behind. The British lost one 
killed and t-wo wounded.

They never take into consider- 


ation the fact that even if a certain 
fairy tale is -.not!, interesting to them j 
because they do'not care 
for fairy) 


tales, it may be very 
attr&cfcve to 


others. In their own minds, their own 
opinion is universal. 
Some children 


never outgrow this autocratic and ego- 
tistical method of criticism, and they 
become very disagreeable and intoler- 
able to broader minds. The habit ot 
t 


denouncing or lauding a book or an j 
article' just because it suits their ideas 
or does not is one which spreads itsalt 
to other instances and the entire na- 
ture becomes narrow and unbearable. 
Children begin sometimes when they 
see another child's . composition or 
poem in the paper by questioning why 
it was used. They could do much bet- 
ter themselves, and they knew many 
others whose ability was superior; so 
why should that poorer essay be pub- 
lished? 
To please them they 
are 


asked to write something showing 
their superiority, and almost invari- 
ably they are too busy or somebody 
does not approve or there is some otticr 
excuse, and their greater ability is 
sever proved. 
And so it goes. 
It 


•ft'ou'jd be very wise if these critical 
young judges would think a while- be- 
fore they express themselves so forci- 
bly. They might becomingly cultivate 
a softer attitude toward people who are 
using up brains to please t'uem and 
a more tolerant spirit toward 
other 


people's different tastes. 
They would 


then not only make themselves more 
agreeable to their associates, but they 
would eventually find pleasure 
for 


themselves in tha works which they 
formerly would not concede worthy, 
even of other people's time.~New York 
Press.
